FRENCH PRESS LAWS. 


Five Bills Introduced !n tho Cham- 


ber of Deputies 


FOR THEIR PARTIAL MODIFICATION, 


So as to Restrain and Suppress the 


Teachings ol Anarchy—The Votes 


on the Bills to be Made a 


Question ol Confidence. 


PAm->, Dec. 12.—M. Dupuy. president 


of the chamber of deputies addressed 
the house yesterday morning on the 
occuranccs of Saturday. 
He compli- 


mented the members for their attitude 
duriDff the exciting moments follow- 
ing the explosion of Vaillant's bomb 
and thanked those who attended to 
the wounded. 


M Cassimlr-Perrhsr, the prime min- 


ister, also made a brief address. He 
said that the programme of the gov- 
ernment would undergo no change by 
the effects of the dastardly crime that 
had been committed in policy would be 
continued. 


The prime minister laid before the 


house bills that the cabinet had de- 
cided upon modifying the press laws 
by providing for severe punishment for 
inciting to crime; providing against the 
association of evil doers, respecting ex- 
plosives, uncl demanding 800,000 franca 
for police purposes. In all, four bills 
directed against anarchists and an- 
erchi.sm were submitted. The prime 
minister declared that none of these 
bills were intended to attack the rights 
of citizens, lie hoped that the bill re- 
lating to the press laws would be at 
once discussed by the chamber. 


M. Cussimir-Pcrrier declared that 


the government would make the vote 
u question of confidence. 


Ex-Minister Goblet opposed the im- 


mediate discussion of the question and 
proposed that it be deferred till to- 
morrow 
This proposition was ap- 


plauded by the socialists. 


Eemountillg the tribunal M.Cassimir- 


Perrier was greeted with frantic cries 
by the socialists. 
He remained calm 


and unmoved, and when quiet was re- 
stored, he said that it was the duty of 
tho government towards the nation to 
ask a vote for the repression of printed 
incitements to crime. This declara- 
tion was greeted by ringing cheers. 


M. Ramel proposed to appoint a com- 


mittee to examine the bill and report 
it at 4 o'clock, when every friend of 
the country would vote for its adop- 
tion. 


Again the chamber broke ont in 


cht'ers 


Lalay, .socialist, opposed interfer- 


ence w ith the liberty of the press with- 
out ripe deliberation. 


M 
Haudry d'Asson. royalist, said 


that laws against press offenses and 
anarchists would be fruitless until the 
chamber annuled the laws suppressing 
religious teaching in the schools and 
oppressing the church. 


At this point there arose cries of 


"Question" and "Cloture." 


M. Velletan pointed out that laws 


voted in view of special circumstances 
always had regretable consequences. 
They were, he said, two-edged weap- 
ons that hurt those employing them 


M, Julian made every effort to delay 


the bill. He declared that at least an 
hour would be requireH to read the 
text, and he therefore demanded the 
suspension of the sitting. 


Mi. CaBhimir-l'errier replied that he 


imist insist upon the necessity of the 
immediate adoption of the measure, 
He respected the principles of parlia- 
mentary liberty, but he understood the 
efforts of the minority to prevent what 
they disliked. 


M. Goblet suggested that the minis- 


try was only anxious to secure a ma- 
jority. This statement raised a, storm 
of cries in favor of the 
absolute 


liberty of the press. 


The proposal to subject the bill to 


any delay was rejected. 


M. Uuboat, minister of justice, spoke 


in favor of the press law, and of im- 
prisoning from one to five years the 
authors of articles inciting to theft, 
pillage, arson and murder. lie insisted 
that the law was essential to the up- 
rooting of anarchy, which, he added, 
possessed a regular organization in 
France. 
c The socialists throughout M. De- 
bost's speech continued to clamor and 
interrupt him, applauding only when 
he said that no deputy defended an- 
archy. 


The vote on the question of imme- 


diately discussing the bill stood 889 in 
favor to 156 against. The bill was 
finally adopted by a vote of 413 to 63. 
The European Press <on Anarohy and 
Anarchist*. 


LONDON, Dec. IS.—The St. James Ga- 


zette demands not only that legal ob- 
stacles be placed in the way of the 
purchase of explosive chemicals, but 
also 
the 
repression of anarchist 


speeches and literature. 


The Globe calls upon the public pros- 


ecutors to suppress all the anarchist 
organs in London and elsewhere in 
Great Britain. 


The Westminster Gazette says it ap- 


proves of the most rigorous laws, both 
national and international, against the 
overt acts of anarchists, or acts show- 
ing felonious intebt. It protests, how- 
ever, against censorship of socialist or 
other doctrines supposed to lead to an- 
archism, as unpopular. It says that,the 
suppression of the freedom of discus- 
alon will 
be found no guarantee 


•gainst anarchist outrages. 


BEBHH, Dec. IS.—The Kleinc Jour- 


nal says it hopes that the anarchist 
outrage in the French chamber of dep- 
uties will not lead to the suggestion in 
the reichstag of a revival of the anti- 
Koclalistlaw. An amendment to the 
penal code, the paper adds, would serve 
all purposes in Germany if there were 
different publio prosecutors. 


The Cologne Gazette cays it hopes 


France will seiie the initiative step to 
common international measure* for the 
•oppression of anarchists. 


BlBUK, Dec. 11.—The tone ol to- 


day's editorial comment upon the ex 
plosion in the French chamber shew 
plainly tho drift of public sentimen 
toward special legislation against an 
archists. 
The Post says: 
"Anarch- 


ism has developed so greatly that th 
common law no longer suffices to pro 
tect the individual or society. 
N< 


land or people is longer safe. Inter 
national repressive measures are nee 
essary. 
All adherents of anarch! 


ideas must be expelled or transported 
The society of the nation will be able 
to defend itself effectively only when 
the whole civilized world shall close 
up its ranks against the enemy 
Meantime the formation of a citizens 
protective league might be tried." 


The Tageblatt remarks that at last 


the French government seems to have 
been aroused from its indifference to- 
wards anarchism. 


The Vossiche-Zeitung says: 
"The 


government will now be justified in 
taking steps against these wild beasts 
that murder for the sake of murdering 
The public must also help itself and 
establish vigilance committees, accord 
ing to American precedents." 


The Hunt for Anarchists. 


PARIS, Deo. 12.—Many detectives 


were posted in the theaters hist even 
ing. All had instructions to arrefil 
everybody suspected of being an an 
archist. In the event of a general an- 
archist scare the theaters probably 
will be closed. The police have for- 
bidden a play written by the Dutch 
Jew, Cohen, and intended to have been 
performed at the Bouffesdu Nbrd. 


The socialists held a meeting in the 


Maison du Peuple last evening to pro- 
test against the repressive measures o: 
the government. All the speakers de- 
nounced these measures most violent- 
ly. One speaker said that it was no* 
the duty of the socialists to try to pre- 
vent such occurrences as the explosion 
on Saturday.
